Tho trial of school teacher John Solo- 


mon Thomas Lavinder, held Saturday 
in the school house near Friendship, for 
alleged assault and battery upon a six- 
teen year old girl named Alice Wil- 
liams, was somewhat in the nature of 
a farce, and when 'Squire Lockhart 
dicharged the defendant the general^eel-- 
ing among the unprejudiced citizens of 
that community sustained him. 


Lavinder, the man of many names, 


is a picturesque character. 
He came 


to Friendship some eighteen years ago 
as a Baptist preacher. '*Preaching the 
gospel according to the Baptist doc- 
trine didn't agree with him after 
awhile, so Lavinder changed his belief, 
and from being a weak Baptist became 
a rampant 
Methodist. 
When he 


changed his religion he also changed 
his vocation, and, managing to get 
hold of a certificate, began teaching 
the young ideas how to shoot. He has 
been at this^the greater part of the time 
since. Once upon a time, our Repub- 
lican friends made him postmaster at 
Friendship. Until recently he has been 
teaching up the creek a few miles above 
Friendship. 


Lavinder is 'a peculiar fellow and 


may be not strictly orthodox in some of 
his ways. This may account for the 
fact that some of the real good people 
of Friendship hold him in abhorrence 
and have been uursuing him in a most 
unchristian-like manner. 
Lavinder 


says, however, that a certain element 
or faction have had it in for him ever 
since he worked against Will Evans 
for clerk two years ago and that they 
have never lost an opportunity to seek 
to humiliate him and kick him. 


This persecution, he alleges, has 


been even carried into religious mat- 
ters, and'the head of the Methodist 
church in that community, Parson Ed- 
wards, has been one of the most active 
of his opponents. Only a few days ago 
Parson Edwards had Lavinder tried 
before a church jury, not for any spir- 
itual or moral short comings but, for- 
sooth, because he was too poor to pay 
all of his dues to the church. For this 
ho was to be hounded from among the 
elect. 
When this jury refused to turn 


Lavinder out of the church, it is said 
that Parson Edwards waxed exceeding 
wroth and denounced it roundly. 


Lavinder confounded his enemies in 


the church trial, but knowing ones 
said he'd be caught yet, and so when 
this story about his having assaulted 
the Williams girl began to be noised 
about, and Lavinder was finally ar- 
rested, it was freely charged that the 
case had been worked up and was- be- 
ing pushed by certain of Mr. Lavin- 
dor's enemies. In fact, Mr. Williams, 
father of the girl, told Mrs. Lavinder 
that "parties were behind him pushing 
the thing on and that he had to go 
ahead." 


People down about Friendship are 


like Americans everywhere. They like 
to see fair play and don't look with 
favor on a man being kicked when he 
is down, and so it came to pass that, 
while Lavinder is by no means popu- 
lar, a strong sentiment was worked up 
in his favor, and numbers of his sup- 
porters were out to the trial Satxirday 
and rejoiced when the schoolmaster 
was turned loose. 


The other people—Parson Edwards 


and his friends were there, too, to re- 
joice in the anticipated humiliation of 
the despised and rejected one. Parson 
Edwards sat in that school house all 
during the trial and paid tho closest at- 
tention to the evidence—and some of it 
wasn't of a particularly elevating 
tore, either.

years, The last time he was in Wil- 
liams' house was about March 1st, 
when he stopped for Williams to go to 
the G. A. JR. halL He thought the 
story was started to keep him from get- 
tiriga school. He denied emphatically 
that he .had made any indecent pro- 
posals to the girl. He was not near 
her home oa the 19th of March. He 
had spent the forenoon studying, and 
in the afternoon was at Jas. W. 
Thatcher's in the 'early part of the 
afternoon. From there he went to Miss 
Annie Bridwell's, adjoining Thatcher's, 
and remained there until six o'clock. 
Tn ,the evening he was at home all 
evening. Lavinder was able to fix this 
date because there was a surprise party 
at his house on his married daughter 
that night. The next night Bent Cup- 
pett's school on Carey's Run had 
closed. 


On the 20th, when it was alleged 


that he tried to induce the girl to come 
in the barn, he and his son-in-Jaw, 
Abert Plyes, had been together work- 
ing in Pyles' bars yard. The Williams 
girl lives -next door. She had come 
out and called to him and wanted to 
know if he saw her fellow over the 
creek. When he said "No, " she said 
she was going to get married in a 
couple of months, and then made a 
very indecent and vulgar statement. 
Lavinder told her she. had better be 
careful, or she'd get her foot in it. 


This last statement was corroborated 


by Albert Pyles, who heard the conver- 
sation. 
La-vinder's statement, as to 


his whereabouts, was corroborated by 
Mrs. Lavinder, Wiliired Lavinder, Mrs. 
Albert Pyles, Miss Bridwell and others. 
It was clearly established that he could 
not have been at Miss Williams' house 
on the afternoon of March 19th, 


On cross examination, Lavinder said 


he was born in 1841 at Smith county, 
Virginia. He came to Ohio in 1863 
and was married in Gallipolis. , 


Mr. Milner wanted to know if that 


was the second time he was married. 
A story is in circulation to the effect 
that Lavinder has a wife and family 
living"in West Virginia. 
He said that 


the only time he was married was at 
Gallipolis. 
He said, to his belief, this 


trouble would never have occurred had 
it not been for the prejudice against 
him for the part he had taken in fac- 
tional fights at the primaries. 


Harry Vaughters and Frank Shaw 


testified that the Williams girl's gen- 
eral 
reputation was bad. Charley 


Worley said her reputation was very 
good. Lawyer Beatty said Worley had 
told him that he'd see that Lavinder 
never got another school ^certificate, 
Worley denied this and said Beatty 
had told him that in his (Beatty's) 
mind, Lavinder was guilty. 


Mrs. Evans testified that the girl 


v,Tas of good character. 
Mr. Funk 


insinuated that she had been cirqplat- 
ing around in the neighborhood organ- 
izing the prosecution against Lavinder 
and urging Mr. Williams on. Mrs. 
Evans, however, denied this. She was 
the girl's Sunday school teacher. 


A well known young gentleman liv- 


ing in the neighborhood of Market 
street in this city, wrote the Williams 
girl a letter of the rich, rare and racy 
order, which there was some talk of 
introducing as evidence, it having 
came into the possession of Lavinder's 
attorneys. It was not used, however. 


Messrs. Milner, for the prosecution, 


and Funk and Beatty for the defense, 
then argued the case. Milner made the 
best that could be made of a bad case. 
Both Messrs.. Funk and Beatty made 
fine arguments, and handled the evi- 
dence in a clear, convincing manner. 
When they had concluded, 'Squire 
Lockhart discharged Lavinder, and a 
great shout went- up. The trial was 
over. 


Tho Times reporter and Mr. Beatty 


were royally entertained after the trial 
by Mr. Frank Bierly and Harry Vaugh- 
ters, at the Vaughters farm, and have 
many kind remembrances of good treat- 
ment.

It was after 11 o'clock when Messrs. 


Theo. K. Funk, John C. Milner, Thos. 
C. Beatty and the Times reporter ar- 
rived on the scene, and court, in the 
person of 'Squire Lockhart, had been 
waiting more than an hour and was in 
a beastly ill-humor at the delay. 
'Squire Lockhart is a dark-complex- 
ioned gentleman, with a deep voice 
and a great deal of natural dignity, as 
is befitting and proper in the holder of 
tho important office of justice of the 
peace of Lower Nile township. 


The first witness called was Alice 


Williams. She is an attractive girl and 
will be 16 in June. Her manners were 
of that "pert and sassy" order that 
some country maidens imagine to be 
' 'killing'' and " taking.'' She told her 
story straight enough. She said that 
on the afternoon of the 19th of March 
(Thursday) last, about 8 o'clock, she 
was sitting in her father's house alone 
playing the organ when Lavinder came 
slipping in the house and shut the door 
behind him.

She had not told her father about the 
matter, but a couple of days afterwards 
had told Will Nurse, a young gentle- 
man-friend of her's, all about it and 
told him to tell everybody in the neigh- 
borhood. She did not know whether 
Willie had obeyed the injunction or 
not. Sunday night she had also told 
Isaac Shaw about the occurrence. 
Isaac is the constable for 'Squire Lock- 
hart's court, and as Miss Williams told 
this, he blushed a rosy red. It was 
also developed that Lavinder had been 
a frequent visitor to the Williams', 
having been a great friend of Mr. Wil- 
liams. 


W. P. Williams, father of the girl., 


testified to having heard of the story and 
having asked Jhis daughter about it. 
When she said it was true, he had1 had 
a warrant issued for Lavinder's arrest. 


The prosecution rested then and the 


defense began, Mr. Lavinder taking the 
stand. He denied the girl's story abso- 
lutely. He had lived in Friendship 18

ODDITIES IN SILK.

Accident at the N. & W. Car Shops 


Saturday Afternoon. 


Ell Price, a MacMlnlst, Burned to Deatn 


by Exploding Gasoline, 


And W. H. DeCrnmmond Seriongly Burned 


Abont the Arms and Hands—Fred 


Lindner and George Deu»chel 


Slightly Burnsd—l>etails of 


the Accident. 


A horrible accident happened late 


Saturday afternoon at the N. & W. car 
shops, as the result of which one man 
lost his life and another was seriously 
injured. 


The accident occurred 'just outside 


the doors of the machine shops, front- 
ing Gallia street, about half-past four 
o'clock. 
Three men, Eli Price, W. H. 


de Grummond and Fred Lindner, were 
engaged in removing tires from car 
•wheels. 
In doing this they use gaso- 


line under heavy pressure. 
Through 


some carelessness on the part of one of 
the men, the hose was disconnected 
while the pressure was still on, and as 
a result, the gasoline was forced through 
the hose and. scattered all over the 
neighborhood. A few feet from the 
tank a lighted torch was standing, and 
from this the gasoline became ignited 
and a blaze twenty-five or thirty feet 
high shot up in the air. Price was 
almost in the center of the flames. 
He 


ran towards the west end of the yard, 
but tripped over a pile of lumber and 
fell inside an old engine cab standing 
near by, and it was while he was in 
here that he .was most severely burned. 
He managed to crawl out and ran to- 
wards the fence, stumbling again and 
rolling over and over on the ground. 
All this time Price was screaming in 
agony. De Grummond, whose jacket 
was all ablaze, rushed to his comrade's 
assistance, and together with George 
Deuschel, fsiicceeded in tearing the 
remnants of his clothing from his body. 
Shop men then turned a hose on the 
unfortunate men and finished the work 
of extinguishing the flames. 


Lindner was farthest away when the 


gasoline broke loose and escaped with 
the back"of his jacket burned out. He 
did not know he was on fire until an 
employe put out the fire. 


When an examination of Price's in- 


juries was made by Dr. Halderman, it 
was evident that he could not survive. 
He was literally burned to a crisp. His 
fingers had dropped off, great holes 
were burned in his body and legs and 
his flesh was hanging in shreds. He 
was really cooked alive. He was taken 
to his home on East Tenth street and 
everything possible done for him. 
He lingered in terrible agony until late 
last night when death carne to his re- 
lief. Price was 25 years old an leaves 
a young wife to mourn his loss. 


De Grummond was burned about the 


hands, arms and face, the arms being 
deeply burned. 
His injuries, while 


serious, are not fatal, and he will re- 
cover. 


Liuder was not injured any, while 


Deuschel's 
hands 
where 
slightly 


burned. 


The funeral over the remains 


Price will be held tomorrow afternoon 
at two o'clock' from the residence on 
East Tenth street.
